GIGANTEUM 

The  standard  variety  for  pot  cul- 
ture. The  ? to  9 inch  size  is  most  ccm- 
mcnly  used.  Larger  sizes  are  scarce 
and  are  hooked  suoject  to  arrival  frcm 
Japan . 

MULTIFLORUM 

.A  3p8ci8.11y  fine  form  of  L,  longi - 
florum  thought  to  produce  more  flowers  to 
the  oul D than  others , 

FOKMCSUM 

A vigorcus  grower  used  mainly  for 
cutting.  Is  the  first  to  arrive  and  comes 
into  blccffi  very  early, 

AURATUM  One  of  the  largest  known  lilies. 
White  dotted  red  witiri  gold  band  on  each 
petal . 

AUHATUM  PLATYPHYLLUM  A superior  variety 
of  preceding.  Grows  taller  and  has  enor- 
mous flowers  sometimes  a foot  across, 

KSNRYI  Flowers  orange  yellow  spotted  red. 
Sometimes  called  Yellow  Spsciosum,  Good. 

SPECIOSUM  ALBUM 

Wall  known  variety.  Flowers  white 
lightly  spotted  red. 

SPECIOSUM  HUBFfJM 

Like  preceding  variety  except  that  the 
flowers  are  tinged  r'ed, 

SPECIOSUM  MELPOMENE 

Eas  deep  carmine  flowers  spotted 
bleed  red. 

SPECIOSUM  MAGNIFICUM  Flowers  very  similar 
to  preceding  variety  but  larger.  More 
vigorcus  and  blocms  earlier. 

TIGRINUM  Well  known  single  Tiger  Lily, 
Bright  salmon  red  spotted  purplish  black. 

TIGRINUM  ?L.  FL.  Double  Tiger  Lily 
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
